St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 5, 3 a, m-—(Bpecial.)— 
Complete official and unciicial returns from 
every county in Missouri give Taft 67 plurality 
in the state. 


St. Louls, Mo., Nov. 6, 3 @. m—Returns 
compited at 1:30 this morning from every 
county in the state give Bryan a lead over 
Taft in Missouri of sixty-seven votes. From 
eighteen of the 114 counties, however, com- 
plete reports have not beer received, and 
for these counties the statisticians made care- 
ful estimates, 

Complete returns from the missing pre- 
cincts may change the result oné way or an- 
other, and it is probable that the official 
count alone can determine whether Missouri 
has given its eighteen electoral votes to 
Bryan or to Taft, 

The same tables which give Bryan a lead of 


| sixty-seven votes give Hadley for governor 


a lead of 15,148, making his election over W, 
S. Cowhetd an absolute certainty. This is 
the first time in nearly thirty-five years that 
Missouri! has elected a republican governor, 


Stone Leads Folk by 15,005. 

Returns Trom fifty-eight counties in the 
state give Stone for the democratic sena- 
torial nomination a plurality over Folk of 
15,905. McKinley is 18,560 votes ahead of 
Kerens for the republican senatorial nom- 
ination. 

Indications sti are that the democrats 
will control the legislature om joint bailot 
by four or five votes, if so they will elect 
William J. Btone to the United States senate 
to succeed himself. The republicans, how- 
ever, have not given up hope of controlling 
the legislature and there ie a possibility that 
Lieut. Gov. McKinley will be the next sen- 
ator from Missouri, giving the state two re- 
publicans in the upper house of congress. 

The closeness of the race between Bryan 
and Taft is due largely to the Taft plurality 
in the city of St. Louis, where his lead is

Congressmen Changed by Vote. 

The republican wave in Missouri means 
the defeat of two congressmen in the state 
and two more are in danger. To offset this 
the democrats elected William P. Borland in 
Kaneae City in place of B. C. Elis, republic- 
an, and Patrick Gil? in place of H. 8. Caul- 
field, republifcan in St. Louis. 

In the Thirteenth district Madison R. 
Smith, democrat, is defeated by Polite Evans 
by about. 2,000 votes. Morris A. Reed, re- 
publican, is running ahead of Charies A. 
Booher in the Fourth district. In the Four- 
teenth district Joseph J. Russell was de-

Republicans Have Big Majority in 
Legislature and Bristow Will Go 
to the Senate. 


Topeka, Kae., Nov. 4—~Returne from dghty- 
eight of a total of 106 counties in the state 
received up ‘to midnight give Taft a plureij- 
ty over Bryan of 30,970 votes. On this baais 
Taft hae carried the state by neariy 35,000. 

Returns received on governor from thirty- 
nine counties give W. R. Stubbs e plurality 
over J. D. Botkin, democrat, of 13,465 votes. 
Stubbs’ plurality will be slightly less than 
Taft's. 

The complexion of. the legisbature ie set- 
tled definitely. The republicans have elect- 
ed seventy-four representatives, the demo- 
erate forty, and eleven are doubtful.

But it was not merely the national issue, 
but state issues, that many wise observers 
were deceived about. For example, nobody 
in-the city of Chicago redlly believed that 
Deneen would. be elected over Adiai Steven- 
son. There were few who thought that in 
the state of New York Hughes would be elect- 
ed over Chanler. ‘There were not many who 
had been convinced, that the strength of 
Johnson in Minnesota still continued. And so 
it has gone in many states. 

As a political writer, and not a politician, I 
desire to gay that this has been the most ex- 
traordinary election ever held.

The party in power has such 
tremendous strength that always it has a 
better chance’’of winning than the party 
which is-fighting to get into. power. There 
are nearly 200,000 federal officeholders, every 
one of whom wishes te hold his job and 
every oné of whom will cast not merely his 
own -vote. but influence the votes of his fam- 
ily and his friends in order to accomplish 
such success for thé administration under 
which he holis his position. 


Money Counts. in Politics. 


‘And more. Mohey counts for much in, 


American politics todey. . The democratic 
national committee had a reasonable amount 
of money and was frank and fair enough to 
say to the public how much it had and where 
it came from. What the republican national 
committee had we do not know. We may not 
know at-all. They have promised to publish 
the full amount of the contributions made to 
their national committee after election, and 
it is fair to accept that statement as truth- 
ful. Weshall watch. We shall ask how far 
the publication goes towards truth. 

Bat, having been beaten, the democrats 
who are real democrats are perfectly willing. 
to accept their discipline without crying. We 
think today—those of ue who have been for 
at least twelve years straight, Bryan men— 
that for certain reasons that we cannot 
understand the country has-finally cast a 
vote of no confidence against us. But we do 
think thatin many ways Mr. Bryan has been 
seriously injured mm the house of those who 
ought to have been his friends. Speaking 
personally, I desire to reiterate. certain 


-things that I have said before about the 


way in which Bryan had been betrayed in 
IMinois by the democratic boss of Chicago 
and of the whole state. 


Bryan Bunkoed by “Boss.” 

It was most unfortunate thet Mr. Bryan 
was bunkoed into permitting .thig, man to 
remain in a position of prominence national- 
ly. It was most unfortunate for Mr. Adiai 
Stevenson that the same man was made 
one of his chief proponents. What has hap- 
pened shows that that man has been not 
a source of strength, but a source of weak- 
ness, 

Cut out the mere question of the national 
ticket... Eliminate the friendship, the admir~ 
ation that I have for Mr. Bryan from any 
consideration. But Adlai Stevenson was 
strong in the state of Illinois, supposed to 
be. perfectly able to carry the whole state 
backed by many strong men, yet when the 
votes are cast it is discovered that fhe boss 
ef Chicago and of the state has carefully 
and cleverly beaten the man who, he had 
been deciaring, was ceg§ain of election. 

That is the sort of politics against which 
Mr. Bryan has been fighting for many vears. 
It is the sort of politics that have been em- 
ployed for his defeat. 

Harking back to the question of the.na- 
tional election, I do not at all believe that it 
was purchased. I do know, as I have said 
before, that money was sent into certain 
states. But apparently the republican land- 
slide was so strong thet,money only was 
needed. in a few of our American common- 
wealths. It was used, and 1 know ét, but 
it was not what carried the election, 

The defeat of Mr. Bryafi scems to me to. 
be an indication of the fact that the American 
voters like-a spectacular administration 
rather than an edministration which would 


‘enormous wealth or one who cam control 
wealth.

‘ion. ‘The edministration hag been 
spectacular from the beginning, and the Taft 
administration ie promised to be one of the 
sare sort. There is a new political idea in 
the minds of the American people. We used 
to Mke simplicity at Waehington;: we used to 
believe that our president would be simply 
one of us, @ man who, if he were not preei- 
dent, would be living in a small city end ina 
simple way. 
We did believe years ago that the president 
was just a man of the people, and it was so 
when Lincoln Was elected, t was so when 
Hayes wae elected, it waesc when Garfield 
was elected, it was eo when McKinley was 
elected. But it seeme today that the temper 
of the American public hes changéd, 
they greatly prefer to have a man either of 


‘Pussled About the Future. 


As to the dem party in the future I 
am somewhat p The dominant forces 
in the national oeiamtiies ate distinctly re- 
actionary. There are men on the committee 
who are progressive, who are in a sense rad- 
ical. But there are too many who stand for 
taking the democratic party back to the old 
lines of Parker or of Cleveland. Ata rough 
guess I should say that the next democratic 
nomination will go to the south, and indeed 
it would be wise to do it. 

If the organization can be held in line fora 
southern man who is progressive, it is quite 
likely that Senator Charles A. Culberson of 
Texas would be the nominee. He has been 
loyal to the Bryan ticket, he ip a man who 
has served not merely in the United States 
senate but as governor of Texas. During 
this campaign he has made many speeches, 
and so far as I know is one who has no per- 
sonal antagonism in all the country. Writ- 
ing nearly four years ahead of the fact I 
hesitatingly suggest that he is likely to be 
the next democratic: nominee. 


Mr. Bryan in Years to Come. 
And as for the moment Mr. Bryan disap- 


peate from newspaper publicity, it is fair 


to say ef him that even though defeated 
three times, he has not lost the affection of an 
enormous number.of American people. I 
hazard the opinion thet whether Mr. Bryan 
shall ever again be a candidate for any office 
or not he will still be the Great Commoner of 
America. He has more people who know 
him personally and who love him for the 
things he has done, for the life he lives, and 
for the words that he hae spoken than any 
other man in the United States. ‘ ‘ 

Politics amount to little. Religion, ethics, 
and morals amount to much. We offer tothe 
American people today Mr. Bryanh’s ethical 
position’ and challenge them to say that he 
has not lived according to preaching that he 
has done.
